If  he  had  lived  to  i>nrsue 
his  studies,  with  his  pn?at  jxiwers  of  thoupht,  and 
wonderful  patience  and  enerpy  and  application,  ho 
would  doubtless  .soon  have  reached  an  elevation  in 
science  and  literature,  to  which  but  the  rarest  peninses 
aspire.  Such  wa.s  Dr.  (lodman,  in  an  intelh'ctual  and 
literary  asyiect.  But  the  lipht,  in  which  I  vvi.'h  to 
present  him  especially,  is  that  of  relipion.  I'nliap- 
pily,  like  many  younp  iiu'n  of  adventurous  penins,  be 
had  been  captivated  by  the  lofty  pretensions  of  the 
French  schixft  of  naturalists.  He  fell  in  with  their 
speculations,  and  imbibed  their  spirit,  and  “  under  the

“  With  rc.sjiect  to  tliy  charge,  consider  that  thou 
art  made  the  steward  of  a  family,  and  therefore  must, 
seeing  the  great  Ma.‘*ter  allows  it,  provide  food  for  all ; 

See  that 
the  worship  of  God  be  set  up  in  all  familie.s,  and  per¬ 
formed  twice  a  day ;  and  that  parents  instruct  their 
children  in  private  jirayer,  to  say  grace  at  meat,  and 
to  keep  the  Sabbtith.
